THE NEW RULES. 


They are to Regnlate 
t h e 
Police Force. 


A 
CATECHISM FOB 
O FFIC ER S. 


W h at Is D em anded of A pplicants 
Some S ta rtlin g R equirem ents. 
A G eneral Synopsis. 


T he Police C om m issioners, at th eir 
last m eeting, adopted a code of rules to 
be observed by the dep artm en t. These 
are to be printed in a sm all b ath er- 
covered m anual .to g e th e r w ith a quantity 
of m iscellaneous inform ation of a sort 
w hich is likely to b e useful to the m en 
w hen they are on th e ir beats. The rules 
a re tak en , in a great m easure, from those 
in use in th e city of Cleveland. 
They 
a re about two h u n d red in num ber, and 
cover every b ran ch of the service, from 
th e patro lm en to th e Chief. 
They are 
to be carefully read and studied, and 
strictly 
observed, sc the introductory 
m an d ate sets forth, by every m em ber of 
th e fcrce. 
A ny m an who shall violate 
an y of th e provisions is liable to be 
called before th e Com m ission. 
In th e very beginning, th e rules detail 
a num ber of offenses, the com m ission of 
w hich shall m ake an officer liable to 
reprim and, suspension, deduction of pay 
or dism issal from th e force, according to 
th e n atu re an d aggravation of th e of­ 
fense. 
T heee are: 
Intoxication, d is­ 
obedience, p rtia n e o r harBh language, 
disrespect to superior officers, unneces­ 
sary violence ‘o a p riso n er,neglect in p av­ 
ing debts, lack of energy, incapacity, 
m ental or physical, violation of any crim ­ 
inal law , m aking know n any proposed 
m ovem ent of the force, receiving m oney 
o r articles of value, disrespectful lan­ 
guage to or about a brother officer. 
For 
intoxication w h ile|o n duty th e penalty is 
dism issal. 
There are a variety of th e draw backs 
about th e business of being a policeman 
as appears from th ese rules. 
T he police 
officer m ay not follow any o ther calling 
in his leieure tim e, he cannot sm oke 
w hen w earing his uniform on the streets 
• r in public places, an d the w earing even 
o fa h e lm it constitutes a uniform . 
H e 
cannot belong to an y m ilitary com pany, 
m a y not sell tickets to enteitain m en ts 
cannot go bail for an y of his friends who 
m ay happen to get into trouble and can­ 
n o t be party to an y kind of a com pro­ 
m ise betw een thieves and the ow ners of 
stolen goods. 
H e m ust keep his uniform 
a n d h is person alw ays n eat and clean, 
m u st p u t in a good deal of tim e studying 
th e rogues gallery so th at h e m ay recog­ 
nize th e tough characters when he sees 
them . 
H e cannot play billiards or cards 
in a saloon o r take a drink there when 
h e is w earing his uniform . lie can carry 
n o weapon except th a t authorized by the 
Chief, th at is to say no knife or slung 
■ hot 
Some of the ru les are interesting as 
suggesting th e offenses w hich m ust have 
been com m itted to cail th em into ex ist­ 
ence. 
C ard-playing is not allowed about 
the station h o u se ; no presents m ay be 
m ade to superiors— th at is to say, there 
can be no taking up of subscriptions for 
any schem e of presentation. 
One rale 
declares th a t no m an Bhall be appointed 
b y reason of b is religious belief, and 
th at th e m en shall not engage in religious 
discussions. 
At elections th e officer m ay 
vote as he pleases, b ut he m ust not m ake 
use of his influence to help one side or 
th e other. 
It is a p art of his duty on his 
beat to observe th e couduct of all m er­ 
chant patrolm en, a n d if he notices any 
of them neglecting th eir duty, to report 
th at fact. 
t 
W hen th e officer is ill he will be al­ 
lowed half pay for tw enty days. 
If he 
h as m et w ith any k ind of an accident 
w hen on d u ty th at causes him to be dis­ 
abled, he w ill enjoy full pay an d fiee 
m edical treatm en t for th irty days. 
Be­ 
yond th at tim e he w ill receive such pay 
as th e C om m issioners m ay see fit to 
give, but it can n ever be m ore th an half 
pay. 
The rules which will throw a nu m b er 
of m en off th e force are those w ith regard 
to eligibility of candidates for positions. 
O f course, u the rules were subjected to 
a legal test, they could not be m ade retro­ 
active; b u t as th e C om m ission is sole 
judge of its own acts in th is particular, 
and"choses to m ake th e rules n ot only 
ior its su b .eq u en t guidance, but also, so 
to speak, for its previous correction, it 
can indulge in all the ex post facto legis­ 
lation it sees tit. 
One of th e íules of this 
sort h as already been m ade public, th at 
requiring th at every applicant should 
have voted at th e election preceding the 
date of h is application. 
T here is one 
other, w hich has not been m ade public 
no r com m ented upon, w hich requires 
th a t every applicant should be over 
years and u nder 50, a t least 5 feet 
inches in height, an d muBt weigh 150 
pounds w ithout an overcoat. 
T his is 
rule 180, an d if th e p resent force is keel­ 
h auled to bring it np to th a t standard, a 
nu m b er of m en w ho have 
im agined 
them selves all rig h t are liable to be 
struck by th e lightning w hich H ervey 
h indley a n d D. G ilbert D exter are sup­ 
posed to carry around in th eir coat-tail 
pockets. 
T here are a n u m b er of rules which 
relate to th e 
m anagem ent of affairs 
about th e station. 
N o one will be 
allow ed to speak to prisoners after 5 p. 
m . 
T his will be aw kw ard for th e police 
reporters, unless the C om m ission sees fit 
to m ake an exception of them . 
Loafers 
are n ot to be allow ed in th e station. 
P risoners are not to be treated to show er 
baths, or handled any m ore roughly th an 
necessity requires. 
T he duties cf clerks, janitors, bailiffs, 
C aptain, 
Deputy Chief and C hief are 
accurately detcribed by rule. T he only 
C 
opie w ho appear to escape the share of 
mb and regulations are the Police C om ­ 
m issioners them selves, who, by a singu­ 
lar coincidence, fram ed th e rules. T he 
Chief is com pelled to w ear a uniform , but 
he is graciously a.'lowed to pick out any 
■tyle 
and 
v a n ity 
he 
pleases, 
w hich is only another way of insin­ 
uating th a t th e Chief of Police m ust 
buy him self a new su it. 
E verybody 
about th e force m u st w ear a black neck­ 
tie, w hich is r.u g h on C aptain H arris 
w ho is addicted to gaudy colors. 
No 
officer shall appear on duty not w earing 
his uniform . 
T his applies to clerks, 
deputy chief and everybody. 
T he m an u al containing ibe rules will 
■lar» h av e a very com plete guide to th e 
city , its churches, courts and judicial 
officers’ residences, 
city an d 
county 
offices an d th e residences of th e officers, 
fire alarm boxes, engine houses, parks, 
cem eteries, hospitals, 
schools, hotels, 
tim e tctries, 
hank*, 
business 
blocks, and an infinite variety of aseful 
inform ation. 
T his is followed by a very rem ark ab le 
docum ent which is nothing m ore nor less 
th an a policem an's catechism . I t begins 
,‘W h at is a policem an,” and from ih e 
answ er given it would n atu rally be in ­ 
ferred th a t he was som ething betw een a 


hero an d an angel. 
Instruction is given 
by thiB question and answ er system on 
th e duties of th e office an d th e law cover­ 
ing the m aking of arreBts. 
T hen com es 
a ch ap ter of advice to a young policem an 
w hich will probably be credited to M r. 
D exter, w hereas it was copied from a 
printed book. L ast of all com es a chapter 
on th e way to restore persons ap p aren tly 
dead, an d th e best m eans of preventing 
hydrophobia. 
W hat service th e latter 
can be in a country w here m ad dogs are 
unknow n does not appear. 


CHURCH D EDICA TIO N. 


T h t N ew C h u rch o f tin* T r in it y * 
T ó p ica o f itie M in u te r » . 
The new building of th e C h u rch of th e 
T rinity was dedicated yesterday m orn­ 
ing. 
T he edifice is situated a t th e cor­ 
ner of S eventh an d F ort streets, and, 
w hile th e exterior is not very im posing, 
th e interior is m ost conveniently ar­ 
ranged and h as a very in v itin g ap p ear­ 
an ce. 
At one end of th e auditorium is 
th e platform w hereon th e p u lp it stan d is 
placed. 
Back of th is, in a recess, is the 
loft tor the organ and choir. 
I t is raised 
considerably above th e pulpit platform . 
A t the rig h t of th e platform , in gilt let­ 
ters, th e following appears upon th e 
w a ll: 
” 0 com e, let us w orship an d bow 
dow n, let us kneel before th e Lord our 
M aker, for H e is our God and we are th e 
people of his paf-ture and th e sheep of 
his hand. God is our refuge an d strength, 
a very pleasant help in trouble. 
H ave 
we not one father? 
H ath n e t a God 
created ub? Yea, though I w alk through 
th e valley of the shadow of d e ath , I will 
fear no evil, for God is w ith m e : h is rod 
and hiB etaft’, they com fort m e.”

A p p r o v e d P o lic y ’ 
A great attem pt is being made to m an­ 
ufacture capital for Mr. Blaine on ac­ 
count of the attitude of the American 
Commissioners at Berlin in the Samoan 
controversy. 
As a m atter of fact, as the 
Hmbald has repeatedly pointed out, Mr. 
Blaine’s attitude in the m atter is sub­ 
stantially that of Mr. Bayard, and if there 
is any credit due for spirit and dash in 
the premises, it really belongs to Mr. 
Cleveland’s adm inistration. But there 
are very grave doubts, indeed, as to 
w hether, from an American point of 
view, oar whole action has not been 
wrong ab initio. A precedent has been 
established by which the United States 
has recognized the right of European 
powers to decide what shall be done with 
the islands of the Pacific. This may 
have very far-reaching consequences in 
the future, it is most emphatically to be 
deprecated, and our own position in the 
affair 
is decidedly 
untenable. 
The 
United States as a nation has no more 
right to sav what th e Samoans shall 
do in their domestic affairs than Ger­ 
many or Eng'and. 
From first to last it 
is a cheer piece of usurpation, and only 
to be defended on the ground that might 
makes right. It is very important that 
a nation with the fine reccrd of the United 
States should keep it unsullied, especially 
when a departure from its traditional 
methods of diplomacy is involved. 
We 
have precisely as much right to create a 
scheme of government, with land conrts 
and other incidents of dominion, in Sa­ 
m oa, that we have in Russia—neither 
more nor less. We have always hitherto, 
a t least theoretically, held that no Euro­ 
pean government has any right to m ed­ 
dle with the islands of the Pacific, and 
we have had an oblique eye on the 
Hawaiian islands particularly in taking 
th at stand. 
If England, Germany and 
the United States have the right to de­ 
termine the political destinies t f Samoa 
in conference, it would eeem that all that 
is needed to assure them thesame rights as 
to the Sandwich Islands would be a com 
pliraticn as a result of which Kalakaua, 
instead of Malietoa, should be deported 
and held a prisoner. On a parity with 
th e proceedings in the case of Samoa 
a conference should then be held between 
England, 
Germany and the United 
States, and, if the plenipotentiaries of 
the firct two powers should outvote the 
United States, having by our own act 
established the precedent, this country 
would find itself in a very embarrassing 
predicament. 
While the Monroe doc 
trine did not in express terms embrace 
the islands of the Pacific, its spirit un­ 
questionably did, and the Berlin confer­ 
ence and its outcome will stand in the 
way of its future assertion. In the best 
days of American diplomacy the United 
States was careful to avoid those entang­ 
ling alliances with foreign powers, of 
which the Berlin conference is the first 
conspicuous example. 
This country de­ 
clined, foitunately for our effectiveness 
in esse of a war with any c:nciderable 
maritime nation, to be a member of the 
Conference of Paris, at which certain 
European powers abolished privateering 
and declared it piracy as respected the 
signatories to the agreement. That was 
a wise policy of abstention from partici­ 
pating In European councils that ought 
to have been persevered in. 


Amiens, when, for a brief period, France 
and Rbgland 
were on good terms. 
Bonaparte sought to reach the most 
noted of the refugees through the comtu, 
and failed most signally. 
At a later 
stage of the relations between England 
and France, in 1858, when a decided 
entente cordiale prevailed between the two 
countries, and shortly after Victoria had 
pinned the garter to the leg of Napoleon 
III., the nephew of his uncle—the Augus- 
tulns to the Augustus of the Napoleonic 
dynasty—tried 
to 
convict 
ons 
of 
the men who had been ergiged in the 
Orsini conspiracy in a British court, and 
again the failure w as moat signal. The 
efforts made in Downing street weie 
quite a* futile as those made before the 
English juryman. John Ball has always 
stoutly maintained the right of asylum 
for political agitators as a part of the 
unwritten constitution of tho “ right little, 
tight little isle.” Mazzini and his asso­ 
ciates always made th eir headquarters in 
Eogland, nor was John Bull at all par­ 
ticular as to whether those to whom he 
extended 
his 
hospitality occasionally 
found it expedient to use the dagger or 
the knife. 
It will puzzle those American journal­ 
ists who have gone off half cocked in the 
matter to show how the United States 
could well extend a less degree of toler­ 
ance to political agitation than prevails 
in ultra-aristocratic England. 
A Repub­ 
lic could not well afford to be less indul­ 
gent to revolutionary organizations than 
a monarchy. 
One thing the people of Cook county, 
Illinois, have clearly the right to do, and 
that is, to hang the murderers cf Cronin 
if they can find them, and that they will 
undoubtedly do if any jury can be satis 
lied of their guilt, whether they belong 
to the Clan Na Gael or no. And that is 
what the people of England would have 
done instanter if they had found that 
Mazzini or any of his compatriota had 
murdered anybody in England. 
But 
when it comes to 
heated invectives 
against a whole order, with threats of 
suppression, on account of the asserted 
acts of a few of its members, it is all 
bosh and bignly un-American. There 
is no 
reason 
why the 
American 
even of former Know-Nothing proclivi­ 
ties, should lose his head. There are 
local laws which cover cases of individual 
crime, and there are certain treaties 
of the United States with foreign powers 
and, between the two, substantial justice 
is sure to be done. 
There is no earthly 
necessity fir anything hysterical in the 
press, nor for the calling for the enact 
rnent of repressive Btatutee which are 
foreign t ) the genius of republican insti- 
tutious, and which even the people of 
England would not tolerate for a mo­ 
ment.

DEAD GIV E-A W AY ON SULLIVAN.

The Battle of Bunker Hill

tofore attributed to him , and now ap­ 
pears in the role of an ex-member of the 
Canadian m ilitia, claiming that he was 
trusted by Cronin’s alleged murderers 
because he furnished the Fenian spies 
with valuable information during one of 
thoir military raids into Canada. 


U 1 8 A D V E N T IN CHICAGO. 
Woodruff says he arrived in Chicago 
March 26th, and obtained work from a 
gardener 
on 
Southport avenue, not 
fur from the Carlson cottage. After three 
or four days' work for the gardener, 
Woodruff was taken sick. 
Ilia narrative 
says: 
“ With the intention of going to 
the county hospital, I drifted into O’Sul­ 
livan’s place. 
I made up my mind he 
was a Fenian, and reminded him of cer­ 
tain tcenes during the Fenian raid into 
Canada. 


V O LUNTEER A N D TRAITO R. 
“ 1 went over during that raid as a vol­ 
unteer, in riie Twenty-Fourth K ent bat 
talion, whose headquarters wore at Chat­ 
ham. 
We went as far as .Niagara. At 
that tim e I was assigned to the Adjut­ 
ant’s departm ent, aud gave to some Fen­ 
ian spies who came to our camp such 
points as I learned while in that place. 
That was my first connection with the 
Clan Na Gael. O’Sullivan told me he 
would get me work, if possible.

there 1 came down and went to work at 
Dean’s livery stable.” 


W OODRUFF A N D C O U O H U N . 
Woodruff tells that he met Detective 
Coughlin soon after and had a diink 
with him . 
He conveyed the impression 
that the detective knew him to be a 
thief, and that he believed the detective 
to be a “ ftnce.” 
\N hile walking to­ 
gether, they met Sullivan, and the latter 
mentioned Woodruff's request for em ­ 
ployment. Coughlin quizzed Woodruff 
ihat a man in his line Biiould want work. 


M EETING W ITH M ELV ILLE. 
Woodruff then told of meeting, early 
in April, one Melville, whom he had 
known in California. 
Melville, he said, 
was a great friend of Desmond and 
“ Sand-lot” Kearney” during the labor 
trounles there. 
Melville and Detective 
Coughlin were drinking together in a 
south sice saloon, and Woodruff joined 
them. Coughlin soon left, and the other 
two made the rounds of the diBieputable 
bouses for awhile, after which Melville 
look his leave, sayirg that he w aB stop­ 
ping at McCoy’s Hotel. Melville gave 
Woodruff a email eum of money, and 
taid he wanted to see him again. 


M ’DOU G A L A L IA S W ILLIAM S. 
A few days afterward Woodruff met 
Coughlin on the North Side, talking with 
a man whom Woodruff calls McDougal. 
He c'ainiH that McDougal told him that 
his name was not Williams. 
Woodruff 
had known McDougal or W illiams as an 
ohl worker for the Clan Na Gael. After a 
private talk between Coughlin and Wil­ 
liams, the latter took Woodruff to the 
West Side and talked with him. 
When 
Woodruff told Williams he was “ basted,” 
the latter said: “ Why don’t ycu go down 
and see Alexander Sullivan?” 
Wood­ 
ruff replied that he was not ready to be 
►ent to Europe. Tne pair then proceeded 
to 117 Clark street. Tais is the place 
«hero, ub has been frequently published, 
the furniture of the Carlton cottage was 
first stored. 


SENT TO SEE SULLIVAN. 
W illiams would not tell Woodruff what 
he wanted him 10 do, but urged him, a 
few (lays later, t j go over and see Alex­ 
ander Sullivan. 
He finally did so, and 
told him McDougal had sent him over. 
Mr. Sullivan taid: “ McDougal? Oh, 
you mean W illiams, don’t you?” 
Woodruff replied “ Yea,” and Sullivan 
said he had nothing to say; that he had 
never met Woodruff before. 


R EA D Y FOB A N Y T H IN G . 
Woodruff t Id him he was looking for 
a j ib, aud, on Sullivan asking him what 
kind of work he would like, he replied: 
“ Anything in God’s world, if there is 
any money in it.” 
Sullivan looked at him sharply, and 
replied: 
“ If 
I 
hear 
of anything 
for you, I’ll let W illiams know of it.” 


SU LLIV A N P A Y S TDK R E N T . 
Next day, on the North Side, when in 
the comp my of Williams, they m et Sulli­ 
van. 
He took Williams to one fide and 
handed him money, saying: “ Now, pay 
that rent.” 
Tnen, seeing Woodruff. Sul­ 
livan told him l.e m ust not take offense 
at hie m anner the previous day, as he 
was very busy, aud had a great many 
applications for jobs. 


T ill* FEN IA N C IP H ER U S E D . 
The Wednesday beiore the murder 
Woodruff met Coughlin, who asked him 
to take a note to Sullivan. This note was 
in cipher, the same as had been used by 
tbe Fenians when Woodruff 
was at 
Niagara. 
He looked at it and says it 
read : “ GoiDg up to P. O’Sullivan’s.” 


T H E C ONSPIRATORS’ TOOLS. 
The remainder of the confession deals 
mainly with the night of the murder. 
Coughlin, so Woodruff alleges, paid him 
$25 to bring to Lincoln avenue, from 
Dean’s livery Btable, a conveyance in 
which the trunk could be carried. Near 
Ashland and Lincoln avenues, Melville 
and a man named O'Snea, alias Mike 
McDougal, joined Woodruff. 
The latter 
says this man was a machinist or black­ 
smith from.Philadelphia, but that lie had 
known him in Wichita, Kan. 
Melville, 
he said, he had also m et before in Peoria 
in connection with Irish affairs. They 
drove out to the Carlson cottage, reach­ 
ing there about 2 p.m. T*o men went 
iu and soon after P. O’Sullivan, Melville 
and Willi* us came out canying a trunk, 
which they placed in the wagon. 


NEW VERSION OF THE RIDE. 
Here foil ;ws a new version of tho ride 
with the trunk and the disposal of the 
body in the bewer.

AN O FFER TO D E F E N D HIM . 
Woodruff concludes with the assertion 
that he has recently been approached by 
a lawyer, who offered to take his case 
gratuitously, ami that hie lawyer had 
said to keep strict silence, as Alexander 
gaUivan’s attorney would work in uni­ 
son, and (hat onoof Sullivan’s bondsmen 
had agreed to pay for Woodruff’s deieute. 


OTHER CONFESSIONS BO G U S. 
The climax of (lie whole “ confession” 
is an assertion by Woodruff’ that all his 
previous alleged “ coufessione” are bo­ 
gus, aud that this is “ the first and only 
statement I have made since my arrest,” 
the intimation being that the other 
“ confessions” were given circulation by­ 
interested persone to create the impres- 
tion that he (Woodruff) was a liar. 


A D ISC R EPA N C Y FOUND. 
Woodruff gave his age, when arrested, 
as 26 years. The last Fenian invasion of 
Canada occurred about 1866. This would 
make Woodruff about three years old 
when, according to his own story, ho was 
a member of the Canadian militia and 
became intimate with the Fenians. 


STILL 
A N OTHER CON FESSION . 
Woodruff was visited in the jail this 
afternoon, aud found deeply engrossed 
in n the preparation of another “ coD fe6- 
eio ,” which, he says, is to be much 
more sensational than any o f the preced­ 
ing ones. 
He reiterated the confession 
published tbiB morning, but, on close ex­ 
amination, altered it in many important 
particulars. 
He suid he was only .29 
years old, but insisted that he took an 
active part in the Fenian rebellion, 
which, he save, occurred in 1873. 


A SE R IE S O F D ISC R EPA N C IES. 
His dates do not agree with history. 
He said he visited the flats at 117 Clark 
street on April 20ih,when the fact is that 
the flat was vacated by the mysterious 
stranger on March 22nd. Woodruff’s 
statement that he met Melville on April 
2nd, and that the latter was stopping at 
McCoy’s Hotel, is met by thekhotel regis­ 
ter, which shows that Melville left there 
ou March 20th. 
Woodruff further said this afternoon 
that he was with Dr. Cronin and P. 
O’Sullivan on the night of and previous 
to the murder of the Doctor. This con­ 
flicts with this morning’s confession, in 
which he says he play ed cards all that 
eveniug. 
W hen asked why he told this 
last story after having told so many 
others, Woodruff replied: “ Well, I was 
promised the influence of a great paper 
in my behalf.” 


NO IM PRO PER IN F L U E N C E . 
The Times people, tonight, deny that 
any improper promises were made to 
Woodruff. 
He was told, they say, that 
they would do what they could for him 
if he told the truth. 
To the Times reporter, who asked 
Woodruff to explain the discrepancy in 
his statements about hia age, etc., Wood­ 
ruff explained that it was a proposed 
Fenian raid in 1875 that he had refer­ 
ence to. 
He then said that be will be 
thiity years old next Friday. 


A V A IN 8E A R C H . 
The police to-day dug an acre of 
ground along the beach, near the foot of 
Graceland avenue, in the search tor 
Cronin’s medical instruments, but found 
nothing. 


CONTRADICTORY TESTIM ONY. 
The Times, tomorrow, will publish a 
statement from Nic. Paully, a saloon­ 
keeper mentioned in the confession. 
Paully says lie has been in the pay of 
Police Lieutenant Sclaeuttler for the past 
two weeks, to aid in the Bearch for the 
murderers. 
He says his sieter told him 
that Woodruff was called out of his 
saloon on a day when he (Paully was 
absent, and was paid some money by a 
man who, ehe is satisfied, is Alexander 
Sullivan. This reveals another apparent 
discrepancy in 
the “ confession,” as 
Woodruff had it that 
after 
leaving 
Paully’s saloon with Williams, Sullivan 
met them, and paid money to Williams. 


W O O D R U FF’S ST E P F A T H E R . 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , June 16.—On receipt 
of telegrams from Chicago that Woodruff, 
who has been indicted for complicity in 
the murder of Cronin, had made a con­ 
fession, claiming to have been a member 
of the Canadian militia, and to have 
furnished Fenian tpies with valuable 
information during the raids in Canada, 
efforts were made to find Harry Black, 
Woodruff’s stepfather. 
Af:er a long 
search, it was learned that Black is either 
new en route to Cuicago, or else has 
arrived tbere. W oodruff’s escapades and 
especially hie last one,have so worn up n 
Black ami his wife, who is Woodruff’s 
mother, that they have purposely kept 
their movements and

tecret to avoid publicity and annovance. 
h arry Black is cashier of the large"Iioubb 
here of A. .Schilling &, Co., wholesale 
dealers in teas, coffees, etc. 
He stands 
very high in the estimation of his em­ 
ployers and those who know him person­ 
ally. In general, little reliance was placed 
on Woodruff’s word while here.

He claimed, 
at Ran Jose, that hiB true name is Frank 
Bettman.

T he destiny th a t aw aits th e greater 
half of th e coutineut, now included w ithin 
th e B ritish pjfseasions in N o rth A m er­ 
ica, is a subject of th e m ost profound in­ 
terest. 
If, as resulting from a com ­ 
m ercial union w ith th e U n ited States, 
and th e political consequences th a t would 
follow from an enorm ous increase in 
population, with a dissatisfaction with 
colonialism and th e developm ent of a 
real national life, a m ovem ent should 
set in for th e Independence cf C anada, 
it 
would 
take 
b u t a few 
years to 
achieve it. 
Already there is a tendency 
in th is direction in th e C anadian m ind, 
especially am ong th e young 
m en of 
C a n a d a ; and th ere would be less disin­ 
clination on th e p art of E n g lish states­ 
m en to favor a m ovem ent of th at c h a r­ 
acter iu preference to absorption by the 
U nited States.

MORRIS C. BALM. 
Some New Incident* R egard in g 
H it M ovem ents. 
Mrs. Clements, an English lady who 
arrived in the city on Saturday evening, 
furnished a H e r a ld man yesterday with 
some interesting incidents regarding 
Morris C. Baum, whose unpaid “paper” 
:b just now creating a good deal of excite­ 
ment at San Francisco. Baum, it will be 
remembered, was a prominent cam­ 
paigner for the Republican side during 
the recent national election, and was also 
a high-flyer in the Bay City Society. 
He went to Europe on the 31st of March 
last in company with Jessie Wiers, one 
of the leaders of the demi-monde of the 
windy city, and during the last thirty 
days some of his promissory notes, hav­ 
ing become due, it is found that they 
have neon endorsed with the name of a 
firm the members of which disclaim all 
knowledge of them. Baum’s presence 
:s therefore badly desired, and it is said 
that he will have a lively time clearing up 
his entangled affairs should he return. 
“ Baum came acroBS the Atlantic with 
me on the City of Paris,” said the H e r ­ 
a l d ’s informant. “ We left Liverpool on 
the 29th of May and arrived at NewYork 
on the 5th of June. He was accomoanied 
by his wife, at least that is what they 
were known as on the steamer, though I 
was astonished to discover their real 
standing when, on my arrival here, I 
read in the papers the accounts of his 
derelictions. Mrs. Baum, or Jennie, as 
he always called her. was quite a 
favorite on the boat and was a 
very interesting woman. She was 
always well dressed and in good taste, 
and she told me that she was bringing 
back to America a costly wardrobe that 
she had had made in Paris. Ball 
dresses, tea gowns, morning robes and 
so on, she talked about, and at the usual 
run of those things from the Parisian 
modistes, her outfit must have cost a 
good deal. Baum was one of the best- 
dressed men on the boat, and seemed to 
have plenty of money, for he was a good 
liver. 
They told me they had been 
in the principal English cities and 
also in Northern France, and that they 
had enjoved their continental jaunt very 
mnch. One thing I noticed that struck 
me as rather strange On all ocean boats 
it is always customary for each of the 
travelers to have a souvenir list of the 
passengers, and when glancing over mine 
I found that Mr. and Mrs. Baum were 
not mentioned. aEked Jenie why it was, 
and she made an excuse that they had 
engaged their berths late, and that, 
therefore, they could not get their names 
on the printed list.”

Mr. D. B. Robinson, the aseistant to 
the President of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
now bears the title oi General Manager 
of the Western Division. 
The largest number of passengers ever 
assembled within the Wolf skill depot at 
one time, congregated yesterday morning 
to participate in the excursion to San 
Pedro. It was found necessary to keep 
the people in line by officers in the march 
to the ticket office. 
T h eatrical m anager* T ryin g to <*et 
Reduced R ailroad rare*. 
Ever since the Inter-State Commerce 
law was enacted, theatrical managers 
have complained of its effect upon their 
business. Under it railroad companies 
have been compelled to charge theatrical 
parties fall fares,whereas a liberal reduc­ 
tion was granted before. Besidee, extra 
rates are now charged on all excess of 
baggage and scenery carried by theatri­ 
cal troupes, so that many managers 
have been obliged to withdraw tneir 
companies from the road. 
Manager 
Edward E. Rice, who has three traveling 
theatrical companies, thinks that the 
time has come for some action for the 
protection of his profession, and he has 
invited all the managers in this country 
who are opposed to the working of the 
Inter-State Commerce law to a meeting 
at the Madison Square Theater, Monday, 
May 27th, at 1 p. m. It is proposed that 
the managers organize a protective asso­ 
ciation and employ an attorney to repre­ 
sent them before the Inter-State Com­ 
mission, in the hope of getting some 
concession before the opening of the next 
dramatic s^aaen. 
“ We have to pay the same railroad 
fares as any private citizen,” said Mr. 
Rice to a World reporter yesterday. 
“Traveling is a part of our husinees, and 
if the people of Western cities want to 
see our plays as well presented as they 
are in New York, the railroad companies 
ought to afford special facilities to the 
theatrical profession. 
The Inter-State 
Commission should relax its vigorous 
policy and allow us some rights. A 
drummer traveling for a wholesale house 
is entitled to a mileage book, but a rail­ 
road company cannot pell a mileage 
hook to a dramatic troupe of fifty 
t* n n l e . ” 
“I had to give up the traveling busi­ 
ness,” said Carl Hermann, of the Stand­ 
ard Theatre. “The railroads and the 
hotels are reaping all the benefits of ihe 
business, nowadays. I am in favor of 
appointing some prominent lawyer to 


wait upon the Inter-State Commission. I 
feel sure thst if the matter is presented 
in tho right light we can secure some 
concessions. Fifty people who travel to­ 
gether are entitled to more privileges 
than one single person, and the railroad 
companies ought to unite in doing what 
they can to help our cause. Of course, 
we will be represented at the Madison 
Square Theatre meeting.” 
Manager John R. Rogers, of the Fifth 
Avenue Theater, was very enthusiastic 
yesterday over the proposed scheme. 
“ In every other business a reduction is 
made on wholesale orders,” said he, 
"ami it ought fcj t>e the same with the­ 
atrical companies traveling by rail. Why 
should the railroads impose upon actors, 
who are tho most liberal people in the 
world, and the most responsive to calla 
of charity? Yet they get no more con­ 
sideration than a mere tramp, who may 
make but one trip iu a year, without 
benefiting the railroads, directly or indi­ 
rectly, beyond paying his fare for that 
trip. Tne railroad companies know that 
professional people must travel, and con­ 
sequently they squeeze us.” 
Albert Aronson, of the Casino, ac­ 
knowledged that the scheme was not a 
bad one,but was afraid that it was a little 
too late to make an attempt now. The 
Aronsons are but little interested in tho 
traveling business at present. Churlos 
Barton, of the Casino, said, however, 
that the Casino companies had paid over 
$10,000 during the past season for rail­ 
road fares. 
Frank W. Sanger, President of the 
Broadway Theater Company, said that 
the theatrical managers ot America were 
the only people in the world doing a 
legitimate business who had not organ­ 
ized a mutual protective club. He fa­ 
vored Manager Rice’s movement. 
“ We have four or live companies on 
the road every season,” said Frank 
McKee, representing Hoyt & Thomas, 
of the Bijou Theater, “and I am willing 
to give $100 towards securing the ser­ 
vices of a first-class lawyer. 
We cer­ 
tainly ought to he protected.” 
“ Mr. Jacobs offered to give $500 to­ 
wards tbe employment of a lawyer to 
tight th*» Tnt^r-SUfe Commerce bill when 
it was first brought up,” said Manager 
Edwards, of Jacobs’ Third Avenuo 
Theater. 
“There is $53,000 in the 
Actors’ Fund now, and I propose that 
something be taken from that source to 
pay a lawyer to work in our interest. 
Bob Ingersoll seems to me the right man 
for that businee6.” 
Daniel Frohman, of the Lyceum 
Theater, said he was bitterly opposed to 
the bill as it stood, and that he would do 
all be could to have it amended.—ÍN. Y.
